• Guild presents “Modifications in Guild Proposal to the Post-Tribune” 

Bruce highlights certain areas pointing out non-economic and economic aspects 
of proposal: particularly wages (5%-l%; 4%-2%; 3%-3%) 

Bruce relays that these are justified, but not necessarily expected in final 
agreement. 

Highlight the 4 general important economic areas (Bruce) 

1. medical 

2. mileage 

3. sick leave (new employees/ dependent care sick days) 

4. lack of pension 

Bruce to company: Guild realizes it’s a long list and we are willing to work with 
company. The message is let’s get serious with bargaining; we’ve offered substantial 
change in wage proposal. 

• Rutter asks if Guild will be presenting a more comprehensive proposal after main 

proposal tonight. Bruce says “try me let’s see where this goes. We still have 

other issues from previous proposal. Ted says their response wouldn’t necessarily 
be their bottom line. 

• Ted has questions about medical insurance. Bruce says their indexed toward 
wages, (ex. Those on lower pay scale such as EA’s) 

Ted, Rutter, Hayes exit to caucus in their room. No return. 



Bruce stresses to guild members/ bargaining committee to keep up with the letter writing 
campaign and stress pension benefits. We are one of the only newspaper guilds without a 
pension plan, even in the Hollinger world. Its not a savings plan to retire on. Bruce says 
he gets die feeling the company thinks the pension situation is not a strong issue with 
guild members. We need to show them it is.
